REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1915 


As the end of another financial year is here, your 
Board of Education feel that they can make their report 
with some degree of satisfaction. Of course we have not 
attained all that we would have liked to or hoped to, but 
yet we have some pride in the good work the schools have. 
done. 

We were able to retain our best teachers and by be- 
ginning our search for a principal before college closed, 
we were able to get one of the most promising young men 
that were to graduate. He has so far fulfilled the pro- 
mise. Our High School is as well if not the best equip- 
ped it has ever been. 

There were thirteen graduates last June and a good 
proportion of them are making good in other schools. We 
have used a little more money but we are not apologizing 
for that as it was unavoidable. 

We have in this report a full year expense of the Pine 
Hill school where but last year there was only one half 
year. 
At the beginning of the fall term there were thirty- 
five scholars for that school and only twenty-five seats in 
the schoolhouse. ‘This made it necessary to have a team 
bring a part of those scholars to the Center schools there- 
by running a school and team both for that district, and it 
looks as though this condition will continue for some 
time unless a larger schoolhouse is provided. 

This year we had to use the appropriations for supplies 
closer than we did last. 
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We were unable to find a janitor for the Center 
schoolhouse at the same wages paid last year. 

Early last spring term Mr. Bacon called our attention 
to the fact that, as things were, a large number of the 
pupils in the primary school would not make their grade. 
He did not criticise the teacher but said there were so 
many, “thirty-eight”, in the school, that one teacher could 
not give enough individual attention to get the children 
along as fast as they ought to go. If nothing were done, and 
eight to twelve pupils that ought to go on remained in 
that room another year, the room would be over-crowded 
both in seating capacity and work for one teacher. There- 
fore in justice to the pupils and eventual economy in 
finance we put in an extra teacher for eight weeks. | 

We received a little less money from the town and a 
little less from the High school fund. From the state we 
received less for average attendence but more for teachers 
holding certificates. Scarlet fever last spring was largely 
the cause for falling off in attendance. 

This year we ask for an appropriation of $416.00 for 
supplies and $100.00 for repairs.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith present my fifth annual report. I shall 
make my remarks brief. I wish to report certain things — 
to be recorded in printed form and I shall present two or 
three matters for the district’s consideration. In these 
matters I do not expect that all will be attended to in 
one year or that all ever will receive consideration, but I 
shall call attention to them that the school board and 
citizens of the district may know about them and may 
choose which ones they wish to consider. 

The enrollment and average attendance as given in 
the table on the preceding page is about five per cent. 
higher than the year before. This is partly due to open- 
ing the Pine Hill school where all our pupils were brought 
home. The Grammar room deserves special mention for 
its good record as to tardiness. The High School seems 
to be trying to regain its former notoriety in this respect. 
It is very nearly deserving of the booby prize since only 
six schools in the state reported a greater number of tardi- 
nesses per pupil last year. You will note that all our 
schools were in session thirty-six weeks which is a good 
record as some school is likely to have its school year 
shortened by sickness or other cause. 

Two Hollis pupils are now attending the .Federal 
Hill school in Milford, two attend Number Seven in 
Nashua, and three boys from our North District pay their 
own tuition to attend the new Practical Arts High School 
in Amherst. 
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No graduation exercises were held for the Grammar 
school last June as practically all our pupils continue for 
twelve years and we wish to discourage the idea that 
there is a break in our school system at the close of the 
eighth year. |

Our High School is establishing itself under the. ob- 
servation of the various colleges. The graduates have 
been admitted to college on certificate and our school is 
on trial for the present year at least. Every pupil should 
understand that a rank that is only passing does not en- 
title him to a certificate. The principal must certify 
that he believes the pupil will do passing work at college ; 
and if he does not feel satisfied that such will be the case 
no certificate is to be given. ‘These certificates are com- 
monly given for those subjects in which the pupil has a 
rank of eighty or above. 

The school board members and other citizens of our 
town have spoken to me several times about developing a 
plan by which we might give our children more practical 
training in our high school. Last spring I visited the 
most important schools in Massachusetts where Agricul- 
ture was taught and I spent considerable time planning a 
practical plan, partly with Hollis in mind but more es- 
pecially preparing to start a Practical Arts High School in 
another town in my district. [ snall not try to produce 
an argument in favor of a school of this kind as I think 
these schools have progressed beyond the stage where such 
argument is necessary. I myself have had doubts about 
the advisability of starting such work here because of 


a 


difficulties that would be encountered. I now feel confi- 
dent of my own plans since I can see them in operation in 
a school in my own district. Using approximate figures, 
Hollis has forty pupils in the high school and twenty in 
the grammar school or sixty inall. Amberst has thirty in 
the high school and thirty in the grammar school or exactly 
the same number in all as we have. Amherst is now run- 
ning a very successful six year Practical Arts high school 
with three teachers. They could not operate this school 
with two teachers and exclude the grammar school pupils, 
but by this combination they are able to offer three courses, 
Classical, Agriculture and Domestic Arts. The principle 
features of this school could be adopted by Hollis without 
increasing the number of teachers. If we could use our 
entire building we would have room for all inside work in- 
cluding Shop Work and Domestic Science. Each student 
in Agriculture would have a home project but this would 
be entirely self supporting. For demonstration purposes 
the school would need one or two acres of ground but this 
plot likewise would be self supporting at least. 

The salary list for the school in our neighboring town 
is about three hundred dollars more than our salary list for 
our three teachers. Teachers of practical work can demand 
higher salaries than others, and besides our salaries are low. 
The equipment for Domestic Science would cost not over 
$200.00, for Agriculture and Shop Work $300.00, depend- 
ing somewhat upon the popularity of the course. The esti- 
mate for starting a successful school is $800.00 above 
our present expenditure. This appears to be a large 
sum but it would not pay the expenses of two pupils away 
at a private school. Of course the equipment would cost 
most the first year. The greatest expense in succeeding 
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years woud be the increased salaries of teachers. I think 
the above plan is sufficiently complete for action to be 
taken on this matter if the district is interested. 

All classes in town are now keeping up with the 
State Program which is made out on an eight grade basis. 
As is inevitable a few pupils are to be found in each room 
who are behind the class but each teacher is striving to 
reduce these to the lowest possible number. At present 
no attempt is being made to raise our standara but every 
effort is being made to pany all our asa up to the 
present one. 

Nearly half of the et ed school lost two weeks or 
more at the beginning of the spring term. I soon noticed 
that owing to these absences and the large number in the 
room that a very large percentage could not be promoted. 
The school board came to our rescue and provided an as- 
sistant for the remainder of the year. Mrs. Nellie Lougee 
was given the third grade from this room. The north 
room, or lunch room, was fitted with desks from the Prim- 
ary room. This gave the Primary teacher more time to 
work with the first and second grades which were suffer- 
ing most. This assistance came to late to save as many 
as we should from the Primary room but we promoted all 
but eight and these were greatly benefitted by the extra 
time the teacher was able to devote to them. In my last 
report I stated that four hundred dollars could not be 
spent for any improvement that would give as great re- 
turns to the district as for the addition of one teacher to 
take charge of the third and fourth grades. 

Both our rural schools were fortunate to start the year 
with the same teachers they had the preceding year, al- 
though a change has since been made at the North district. 
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We have continued our policy of hiring trained teachers 
only. Our experience in this matter has been such that 
I doubt if we ever will wish to abandon this policy. Paint- 
ing has greatly improved the appearance of the North 
school building. The desks in this building are in bad 
condition and some of them should be replaced at once. 
This year’s appropriation for repairs should include the 
reseating of at least one school room. 

The greatest improvement at the Pine Hill school 
was made by the removal of some of the upper grades. 
Two pupils attend Number Seven in Nashua and 
others attend-our village school. We have four grades 
there—first, second, third and fifth. A recent examina- 
tion of the school showed me that all grades are now up to 
standard. The sanitary conditions have been improved 
the past year, but something more should be done to im- 
prove the building. The school room should be enlarged 
by including the wood room in the school room and by pro- 
viding for the wood outside. Then, too, there is practically 
no blackboard space. If these repairs are more than the 
building is worth, and no doubt they are, then steps should 
be taken toward providing a new school house for that 
section. At least a committee should be appointed to 
investigate and report on the condition of this building, the 
probable growth of the community, and the eee ee ty, 
of constructing a new school house. 

A year ago we discussed a motion to empower the 
school board to use school money for medical inspection. 
Thirty towns in the state took advantage of the new law. 
I fear we considered this matter a little more serious than 
it really was. Some towns are starting in a systematic 
manner and are making very thorough medical examina- 
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tions while others expect their school boards to spend only 
a small amount for this purpose. About the only manda- 
tory provision of the law is that the school physician shall 
examine every child at least once a year for communicable 
diseases, and that he shall require the teachers to make 
sight and hearing tests. The teachers would feel free to 
send for him when in doubt in regard to suspicious cases. 
From fifty to a hundred dollars is a fair estimate of the 
expense for our town.
